But when Cook and Peary reached the 
pole the long- six-month day had be- 
gun, and so their observations were 
confined to the sun. 


SUN'S T.OCATIOX OX MATICH 21. 
On March 21, when the gun Is over 


the equator, a person at the pole would 
pf-e- n just peering- over the horizon. 
From that time it rises higher daily, 
making a spiral around the horizon 
nnd never sotting1 until the 22d of the 
following September.

The daily papers continue to call Robert E. Peary 


"Commander Peary." \Yhcther this is due to the 
American predilection for giving men honorary titles 
or to the habit of blundering which seems to have be- 
come incurable with modern journalists, I -cannot say; 
but it is strange somebody does not take the pains to 
get the matter right. 


Peary is not now and never was a commander in 


the American Navy. He is a civil engineer in the pay 
of the Navy Department, but has performed no ser- 
vice for the government for sixteen years. Neverthe- 
less he is carried on the payroll of the Navy Depart- 
ment with the pay rating and honorary rank of com- 
mander. Actually he has no such rank, and is not in 
fact an officer of the navy. 


For the past several years he has received succes- 


sive leaves of absence to prosecute his quest of the 
Xorth Pole, his expeditions being financed by private 
parties. 


It was with great difficulty that Peary secured his 


last two leaves of absence, it having become the sub- 
ject of widespread criticism that he should be permit- 
ted year after year to draw a large salary from the 
government for doing nothing. This criticism was all 
the more pointed because it was an open secret that 
at the bottom of Peary's search for the pole was a 
financial speculation, in which others were interested. 
Peary's pa) rating as a civil engineer of the Navy De- 
partment is $4500 a year. 


His conduct with reference to Dr. Cook has served 


to direct attention again to the long continued graft he 
has been permitted to draw from the government. 


Senator Flint Looking to the Future 


I hear that Frank P. Flint is seriously debating with 


himself whether he will abandon politics for a busi- 
ness career or go in for re-election. Flint has been a 
hard worker in the Senate, and has made an excellent 
record, but from some points of view his experience 
as a Senator has not been satisfactory. 


For instance, his expenses each year since his elec- 


tion have exceeded his pay as Senator, and Flint is far 
from a rich man. His enforced absence in Washing- 
ton has been disastrous to his law practice, which was 
large and lucrative when be entered the Senate. 


'When he announced his candidacy he resigned as 


counsel to- the Southern Pacific and subsidiary cor- 
porations, which meant throwing over his shoulder a 
handsome sum yearly. Moreover, the provisions of 
the new p-imary law compel him to face an arduous 
and expensive personal campaign, a prospect that is 
far from agreeable to him. 


On the other hand, Flint has before him a flattering 


offer to become the managing head of one of the big- 
gest banks in Los Angeles at a salary of 820,000 a 
year, which is Uvicc as much as a Senator gets. The 
work is not nearly so strenuous or wearing as being 
Senator and trying to be the friend of cverybodj, 


That is why Frank Flint is gravely canvassing the 


future. 
He likes the game of politics, but he doesn't 


like losing money on the job of Senator. 
Vnd $20.000 


a year for holding down a bank manager's chair looks 
good to him. AYhat he will ultimately decide to do 
remains to be seen. 


Three-Cornered Fight for Sheriff 


From a sporting point of view the three-cornered 


fight for Sheriff is the most interesting of all the polit- 
ical contests in the municipal campaign. Ihe man 
who can pick the winner at this stage of the game will 
be a genius at political guessing. 


Larry Dolan, the present Sheriff, is popular and a 


lively vote-getter. Chris Eggers, his Republican op- 
ponent, has always been able to muster a strong fol- 
lowing. He is particularly strong with the Germans. 
He showed his mettle by breaking the Business Men's 
slate- and forcing himself on the Republican ticket. 


Tom Finn, the Union Labor nominee, is no slouch 


in the political game, either. He was elected State 
Senator on the Republican ticket, and more than once 
demonstrated his influence as a political leader. 


Rudolph Spreckels made a desperate effort to de- 


feat Dolan for the Good Government League nomi- 
nation, going so far as to make a speech to the execu- 
tive committee of that body and charging that Dolan 
could not be trusted to draw juries. 


Dolan went to the bat in sledge-hammer fashion. 


He said more men had been summoned during his 
term to do jury duty than any other Sheriff had 'ever 
summoned, and he defied Spreckels or anybody else 
to name an instance where he had not doue his duty. 


"I have summoned jurors as impartially as I could," 


he said, "and never to assist in a conviction or an ac- 
quittal. I will continue to be absolutely fair in sum- 
moning juries so long as I am sheriff. If anybody ex- 
pects anything different I am not his kind of a candi- 
date. 


"It hac been suggested to me more than once that 


I ought to get more friends of the graft prosecution on 


the venires, but I have gone on summoring citizens 
without regard to their private beliefs, political affilia- 
tions or religious connections. I know no other way of 
doing my duty. 


"I have not only kept the pledges I made to the 


Good Government League two years ago but I gave 
the league all the patronage demanded ol me." 


"What patronage did you give this organization?" 


demanded one of the commitleemen.

"Two places in my office," replied Dolan. 
"Who asked for them?" persisted bis questioner. 
"Mr. Rudolph Spreckels. lie came to m; after I was

Rockhill on Japanese Steamsrs 


W, W. Rockhill, who recently retired as the Ameri- 


can minister to China, has placed himself in a very 
unenviable position. About two months ago he re- 
turned from the Orient on the Japanese liner. Tenyo 
Maru, and gave an interview to one of the morning 
papers which was in part as follows: 
"If the Pa- 


cific Mail Company loses its transpacific passenger 
trade it will have only itself to blame. * * * 
The 


discourtesy of the Pacific Mail officials is a by wore! in 
the Orient, and I know from personal experience how 
uncomfortable the innumerable and unreasonable re- 
strictions imposed upon passengers make a voyage on 
a Pacific Mail liner. I am not referring to the officers 
of the ships. They, I believe, are ashamed of the or- 
ders they are compelled to carry out. The blame lies, 
I am told, with a man at this end of the line. I forget 
his initials, but his name is Schwerin." The late E.*H. 
'Ilarriman and Vice-President and General Manager R. 
P. Schwerin of the Pacific Mail, the man Rockhill had 
reference to in his interview, had their attention called 
to Rockhill's utterances and sent a letter of protest to 
Secretary of State Knox. The latter called on Rock- 
hill for an explanation. He has written Knox a let- 
ter, copies of which have been sent to Harriman's 
X'cw York office and to Schwerin in this city. Rock- 
hill, in his letter to Knox, denies having given the in- 
terview and says he would be the last man in the 
world to do or say anything to injure American 
steamers. Three reputable newspaper men here assert 
that Rockhill did give the interview. Prior to 1905 


Rockhill was not charged a cent for himself and bag- 
gage by the Pacific Mail in traveling to and from the 
Orient. 
Late in that year this privilege was taken 


from him because oL his cavalier treatment of repre- 
sentatives of the company in the Orient. Since then 
he has eschewed the Pacific Mail and has traveled al- 
together in the Japanese company's steamerf 
Sailor Boys Save Money 


Uncle Sam's sailor boys are not the spendthrifts 


and happy-go-lucky 
fellows many landsmen 
are 


prone to think them. Past Assistant Paymaster Jere 
Maupin, U. S. N., tells me that many of the men save 
a part of their earnings through the medium of the 
allotment divisions in the navy pay offices here and 
in five eastern cities, and many of these men deposit 
money in the best savings institutions of the country. 
Only men serving on board ship, and subject to be- 
iog ordered beyond the limits of the United States, 
are permitted to leave allotments. 
About 35,000 of 


the 45,000 men in the navy have the privilege. 
The 


average pay of an enlisted man in the navy is $30 per 
month; and, accordingly, the men afloat are receiving 
about $12,000,000 annually. There are 14,000 men who 
are leaving allotments, and the average amount al- 
lotted by each is $20 a month or $3,500,000 a year. 
The records show that of the number making allot- 
ments, 7700 are saving and 6300 are having their allot- 
ments paid to their families.

but a keen judge of human nature.

equipped bootblack 
box and charges one cent to 


shine shoes. 
Most men allow him to go ahead, ex- 


pecting to hear him spring a hard-luck story before 
he gets through. That's where they are mistaken. 
"Jack," as he calls himself, attends > strictly to busi- 
ness and if only offered his demand of one cent pockets 
it with thanks and goes away. If the customer does 
not call him back, never a word will he utter. Such 
cases are simply the chances of the game he is play- 
ing. 
Nine people out of ten who patronize him ask 


him a lot of questions. This is his»opportunity. With 
seeming reluctance he tells of how hard up he is, gets 
the customer interested and finally the latter contrib- 
utes more or less liberal!}' above the one-cent price 
asked. It is estimated that by this new wrinkle "Jack" 
is making an average of 20 cents a shine. As he 
seems to be busy around some of the big office build- 
ings and saloons he is beyond question making a.good 
living for one of his class. Detective Edward Wren 
says this game has been successfully worked in Xew 
York and other large eastern cities, but that it is a 
new one on this coast. 
Building in San Francisco 


Here is something about San Francisco from a 


building standpoint as compared with other cities. 
Advance proof 
sheets 
by the 
geological 
survey, 


Washington, D. C., show that for the calendar year 
1908 in sixty-three of the largest cities the cost of 


j buildings . erected was $585.913,543 compared with 


$656,067,969 in 1907. San Francisco, following New 
York, Chicago and Brooklyn, ranks fourth in the 
number of buildings erected in 1908. Philadelphia was 
fifth and St. Louis sixth. Seattle spent more in that 
year for buildings than Pittsburg or Boston. 
The 


average cost of the buildings erected in New York in 
1908 was $19,305, while in Chicago the average was 
$6327, and in Brooklyn, the third city in rank in the 
cost of buildings, it was $4000. In San Francisco the 
buildings erected the year following the earthquake 
and fire were much more costly than those built the 
second year after. 
Chicago showed the largest num- 


ber of brick buildings. Of all the buildings erected in 
1908, 37 per cent were fire-resisting, the remainder be- 
ing of wood. 
Seattle reported the largest number of 


permits for wooden buildings, 7777, with an average 
cost of $1000. Los Angeles reported the next largest 
number, 4679, with an average cost of $1383. 
The 


greatest cost of wooden buildings was reported by 
San Francisco, the average cost being $3641. 
Chicago 


was eighth in number of wooden buildings. 
Phila- 


delphia reported but forty-five wooden buildings, the 
smallest number of an)' city.

The last big firm moved down from Van Ness

The New Palace Hotel 


But the old San Franciscan felt assort of proprietor- 


ship in the Palace Hotel, as one does in a public park. 
It was one of our local institutions, like the seal rocks. 
The old-timer had a real affection for that hotel and 
always exploited the glories of the famous court to 
the stranger within our gates. The old-timer made 
himself at home there without ever engaging a room 
or seeing the cashier. 
He made appointments there 


and met Smith or Brown in the court at 10 o'clock. 
In the course of the years he could go there and get 
glimpses of all the great ones of the earth. He could 
occupy the best seat on the best rug unde- the spread- 
ing palm there—and he did without pay ng a cent if 
he didn't want to. It was the finest combination of 
the comfortable and the, dignified to be iound in any 
city in the world. And strangers appreciated its at- 
mosphere. The late Cornelius Vanderb-lt II said it 
was the only hotel he ever was in whe'e he felt at 
home. The late John Fiske, the Boston philosopher, 
said the Palace Hotel better represented the spirit of 
the Pacific Coast than any other institut on out here. 


During the interregnum the old-timer has been try- 


ing to make the St. Francis take the place of the Pal- 
ace, but i* wouldn't do. By comparison the Powell- 
street hostelry is cramped, the office u stuffy, and 
there is an uneasy sense that one had bef er be paying 
a little actual tribute to the stockholders if one wants 
to hang around. 
The Fairmont is on ;i hill that is 


too high to climb and is too aristocratic. 
The old 


Palace was cosmopolitan. And so the old-timer views 
with satisfaction the ncaring completioi of the new 
Palace. It will be opened the last week -n November. 
It is too bad that it will not be ready f3r Caspar de 
Portola, but it is a good omen that it is retaining its 
leisurely ways and will not palm off ?rcen plaster 
and paint on the public for the sake of grabbing an 
extra dollar. When it opens it will be ill ready and 
there will be the heartiest housewarminj the city has 
ever seen. 


Will it meet the expectations of the old timer? 


Exteriorly, considered by itself, it is one of the hand- 
somest buildings in new San Francisco. When view- 
ed with reference to the two sky-scrapers on its east 
and west sides, it lacks a story in height to make it 
as imposing as it might have been. 
I!ut the new 


court will be the real test. The old one vas six stories 
high, the new one will be only three: but it will be 
covered with glass and its area will be 120x85 feet, 
while the old one was only 108x80. 
Ii will be fur- 


nished much the same as the old court. There will be 
a palm and the big chairs and the red ru.^s. It will be 
as light, if not as lofty, as. the old, and its greater 
space offers a gathering place where ; good crowd 
may gather without crowding. That space will hold 
a lot of Colonels and mining magnates .and promot- 
ers and opera singers and tourists and globe-trotters 
and newspapermen. It promises to keep its place as 
San Francisco's forum, and it is not difficult for the

sends him back to Washington. 


As for the rest the old Palace had 715 rooms, while 


the new will have .only 685, but another tier, can be 
piled up on the south side as soon as nure rooms are 
needed. It cost a million and a half dol'ars to furnish 
the old hotel and it is costing about the same Amount 
to furnish the new. One important item should not 
be omitted: The 685 brass beds are al being manu- 
factured in San Francisco. 


An entrance from Market street will lead into the 


most gorgeous bar to be found anywhc'e. It will be 
38x64 feet in size and its outfitters promise that it will 
be a wonder. One novelty in hotel arrangement will 
be the location of the kitchen oh the same floor with 
all the dining and grill rooms so that th: table service 
will be more expeditious and fine dishes will not grow 
cold during a long journey from some remote under- 
ground culinary department.
